of current whistleblower pro¬ 
tection laws, which, through a 
failure in law, did not cover 
national security contractors 
like myself" he said 

"Maybe when Congress 
comes together to end the 
programs .. they 11 reform the 
Whistleblower Protection 
Act, and we'll see a mecha¬ 
nism for all Americans, no 
matter who they work for, to 
get a fair trial "

Some nations ready to deploy 
Syria peacekeepers: Kerry 


DAVOS (AFP) - US Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
sad Thursday that some 
countries might be prepared 
to send peacekeeping troops 
to Syria, as the UN leads ef¬ 
forts to bring the warring 
sides together and end the 
war 

The top US diplomat also 
acknowledged in an inter¬ 
view with Dubai-based Al- 
Ar abiy a tel evi si o n that 
President Bashar al-Assad 
was not ready Sd make p eace. 

Kerry was speaking a day 
after telling the opening of a 
peace conference in Switzer¬ 
land that the Syrian leader 
could have no role in any fu¬ 
ture transitional government 


after three years of war. 

Expectations are low far a 
breakthrough at the talks, 
dubbed Geneva II, which 
bring the opposition and the 
regime together for the Erst 
tune since an uprising began 
in March 2011 

But as the UN works on 
trying to get both sides 
around the negotiating table 
today, the United States has 
called far agreement on local 
ceasefires and improved aid 
access tD reach stricken com¬ 
munities. 

"If there is a peace agree¬ 
ment there are many countries 
that have already offered to 
step up and be peacekeepers 
in the new Syria," Kerry said

New Jersey governor’s campaign, 
party subpoenaed by feds 


NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
Jersey Governor Chris 
Christie's re-election cam¬ 
paign and the state's Republi¬ 
can Party committee have 
been served subpoenas from 
federal prosecutors investi¬ 
gating a scandal over the de¬ 
liberate shutdown of a key 
bridge to spite a political 
rival, an attorney confirmed 
Thursday. 

"We can confirm that the 
Christie for Governor reel.ee- 
tiDn campaign and the New 
Jersey Republican State 
Committee received subpoe¬ 
nas for documents from the 
US attorney's office" in New 
Jersey, Mark D. Sheridan, a 
lawyer with the law firm rep¬ 
resenting the two entities, 
told AFP Thursday 

These latest subpoenas 
come "in addition to the sub¬ 
poena the campaign previ¬ 
ously received from the state 


1 e gi si ati ve c a mmitt e e," 

which is conducting a parallel 
investigation, Sheridan sad 

"All three subpoenas focus 
on the closure of lanes on the 
George Washington Bridge," 
he said. 

Christie, regarded as a 
frontrunner for the Republi¬ 
can presidential campaign in 
2016, has been on the defen¬ 
sive since it emerged his of¬ 
fice was behind the shutting 
down of lanes on the George 
Washington Bridge in Sep¬ 
tember 

The closures were appar¬ 
ently meant to punish a 
mayor who refused to en¬ 
dorse Christie's successful re- 
election bid 

Christie maintains he had 
b een unaware of any poiiti cal 
motive behind the action 

After the scandal emerged, 
he quickly sacked a senior as¬ 
sistant. 


‘The campaign and the 
state party intend to cooper¬ 
ate with the US attorney's of¬ 
fice and the state legislative 
committee and will respond 
to the subpoenas accord¬ 
ingly" Sheridan said. 

Some twenty people and 
entities last week received 
subpoenas from the commit¬ 
tee 

Adding to Christie's wdcs, 
the Democratic mayor of 
Hoboken, New Jersey, Dawn 
Zimmer, accused New Jer¬ 
sey’s lieutenant governor 
over the weekend of threaten¬ 
ing to withhold money for 
Hurricane Sandy relief from 
her Democratic stronghold 
city lull ess she approved a re¬ 
development plan which 
Christie supported.

HAVANA (AFP) - FARC 
guerrillas Thursday accused 
President Juan Manuel Santos 
of escalating the war in 
Colombia even as Ins govern¬ 
ment engages m peace talks 
here 

The comments by the 
FARC's chief negotiator Ivan 
Marquez came in a week m 
winch 2 b rebels were reported 
killed in fighting in Colombia 

In Montevideo, Uruguay's 
President Jose Mujiea said he 
would meet with Santos and 
the FARC delegation in Ha¬ 
vana next, week in an effort to 
speed up the peace talks 

Marquez accused Santos of 
having a “militaristic" ap¬ 
proach that sees the use of 
force as "the key to achieving 
peace. 11 

"One cannot distort reality 
believing that it is correct to 
escalate the war as if there 
were no talks, or that one can 
advance a dialogue pretending 
that the country is not suffer¬ 
ing from the ravages of the 
confrontation, - he told re¬ 
porters here 

The FARC suffered heavy 
battlefield lasses this week in 
a succession of Colombian 
mi lit ary op erah ons. 

Hie Colombian army said 
14 rebels were killed in an air 


and ground assault over the 
weekend an a rebel base in a 
rural region near the Venezue¬ 
lan border 

On Tuesday, seven more 
guerrillas were killed in an¬ 
other army operation in the 
center of the country, and on 
Wednesday five died in an¬ 
other clash, according to army 
statements and sources. 

S antos on Wednesday reiter¬ 
ated avow to keep the pressure 
on the FARC even as he pur¬ 
sues a comprehensive peace at 
the Havana talks. 

Mujica, a former leftist 
guerrilla himself, told the 
Uruguayan weekly Busqueda 
m an interview published 
Thursday that, he would meet 
with the two sides next week 
in Havana after a Latin Amer¬ 
ican summit. 

“I am going to talk with 
President Juan Manuel Santos 
and the FARC," he said 

"I want to continue helping 
once again - concretely, to ac¬ 
celerate the negotiating 
process, - lie said. 

“Never before in the 50 
years since tins confrontation 
began, has peace been sd 
close.

Lingonberries could 
prevent obesity and 
diabetes: study 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Lm- 
gonbenies, a fruit common in 
Scandinavian cuisine, may be 
able to help prevent weight 
gam and high sugar and cho¬ 
lesterol levels, Swedish scien¬ 
tists sard Thursday of a new 
study 

In the study, winch was con¬ 
ducted by researchers at Lund 
University using mice with a 
tendency to store fat as a 
made! far overweight humans, 
the animals were fed a high-fat 
diet and different types of' 
berries during three months 

“Lingonbernes were the 
best berry in the manner that 
they limited the weight gam of 
the high-fat fed mice," Lund 
Umveristy diabetes researcher 
Kami B erger told AFP 

The high-fat fed animals 
given inigonb ernes did not put 
on more weight than a group 
that had eaten a low-fat diet m 
the same period, and their 
blood sugar levels were simi¬ 
lar 

Also, their cholesterol levels 
were lower than those of the 
mice who had a high-fat diet 


without any berry supplement 
The other fruits used m the 
study, which was published 
this month m the Journal of' 
Nutrition and Metabolism, 
were bilberries, raspberries, 
crowb ernes, blackberries, 
prunes and acai bernes 
Hie researchers were sur- 
prised to find that the Brazilian 
acai berry, which has been 
marketed as a sup er berry with 
weight-loss properties, had the 
opposite effect oil the mice 
They led to "weight gain 
and higher levels of fat m the 
liver*, the researchers ex¬ 
plained in a statement, where 
they also said the hn gonb er¬ 
nes' results could be due to 
their content of poly phenol, an 
antioxidant.. 

Hie team plans to develop 
the exp enment on humans, but 
does not have a starting date 
for the proj ect. 

Hie researchers said that, up 
to 20 percent of the mice's diet, 
was 1mgonb ernes. 

"It isn't realistic for humans 
to eat such a high proportion," 
Berger said in the statement.

Miami Beach Police Chief Raymond Martinez told US media that Bieber was incoher¬ 
ent at the time of his arrest, and was unable to produce a valid driver's license. A police 
report published in US media revealed that he failed a sobriety test, saying that Bieber 
"did not perform to standards. 11 He also exhibited M a flushed face, bloodshot eyes, and 
the odor of an alcoholic beverage on his breath," the arresting officer wrote. Miami 
Beach P olice added via Twitter that they had also arrested the rapper Khalil Amir Shari- 
eff in the same incident. Mews reports said Sharieff had been driving a red Ferrari while 
racing against Sieber's yellow Lamborghini. Hernandez, meanwhile, told AFP that, at 
the time of his arrest, Bieber was with "a young lady" whose identity she declined to 
reveal.

Texting while walking impairs stride, 
poses risks: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP)-Tex¬ 
ting while walking impairs a 
person's ability to follow a 
straight line and keep a normal 
pace, and may pose nsks to 
pedestrians according to a 
study out Wednesday 

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Queensland in Australia 
decided to study texting while 
walking since it appeared no 
one had actually scientifically 
analysed how the modem pre¬ 
occupation impacts a person's 
gait. 

Anecdotally, the evidence 
was dear, even among the 26 
people they selected far the 
study, one in three admitted to 
having had some sort of tex¬ 
ting accident, "including falls, 


trips and collisions with obsta¬ 
cles or other individuals.' 

Previous research has 
shown that texting and walk¬ 
ing in virtual environments 
can rase the risk of accidents. 

The rise in the number of 
pedestrians injured while 
using their mobile phones to 
talk or text since 2006 has also 
raised concern, aid some 
towns m the United States 
have gone sd fa' as to ban the 
activity. 

For tin s study, volunteers 
agreed to walk about nine mo¬ 
tel's (yards) without aiy distrac¬ 
tion so their gat could be 
tracked with a three-dimensional 
movement analysis system. 

Then, they did the sane 


walk while reading on their 
mobile phones, and agau 
whil e texting 

They swerved the most 
while texting. They also 
slowed down, and their heads 
aid necks adopted a newly 
rigid posture that was not seen 
during their phone-free walks. 

Posture aid balance were 
also compromised 

Reading while walking was 
not quite as bad, but still w T orse 
than simply walking. 

“Texting., and to a lesser ex¬ 
tent reading, on your mobile 
phone affects your ability to 
walk and balance," said lead 
author Siobhan £ chat run. 

"This may impact the safety 
of people who text and walk at 
the same time.' 


Reducing fevers raises 
spread of flu: study 



OTTAWA (AFP) - Taking 
over-the-counter medication to 
reduce a fever might help a 
person to feel better, but may 
also be increasing the spread 
of the virus, according to a 
new Canadian study. 

Higher body temperatures 
help to kill viral and bacterial 
infections and prevent bacteria 
and viruses from replicating. 

But people are increasingly 
taking medications that con¬ 
tain ingredients including 
ibuprofen, acetaminophen and 
acetyl salicylic acid to suppress 
fevers and other flu symptoms. 

And tins may increase both 
the rate and duration of "viral 
shedding," allowing sick peo¬ 
ple to pass more o f the virus to 
others through coughing or 
sneezing. 


According tD the study 
publishedm Proceedings of 
the Royal Society, an indi¬ 
vidual whose fever has 
been reduced is also likely 
to feel better and is there¬ 
fore more likely to interact 
with others, and spread the 
pathogen. 

H Even when treatment is 
not aimed at fever specifi¬ 
cally, fever is likely to be 
reduced, because most 
common drugs that relieve 
other typical symptoms of 
infectious diseases also 
contain an antipyretic com¬ 
ponent,* said the study. 
Researchers at McM aster 
University in Hamilton, On¬ 
tario, looked at several studies 
and crunched the data to con¬ 
clude that up to five percent 
more people contract in¬ 
fluenza each year because of 
widespread use of drugs to 
suppress fevers. 

The percentage may seem 
small, they commented, but 
consider the number of people 
who contract die flu each year 
Hie researchers, in another 
examp 1 e, sugg e st ed that wid e- 
spread use of Aspirin during 
the ISIS Spanish flu pan¬ 
demic “may have increased 
the disease seventy and con¬ 
sequently death rates."

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Lux¬ 
embourg financial clearing 
house Clearstream Banking 
will pay the United States 1152 
million to settle accusations it 
ill eg Filly helped Iran's central 
bank access the US financial 
system, the Treasury Fili¬ 
na unced Thursday. 

The Treasury said that in 
2007 and BOO S, Clearstream 
held an account in a hank in 
New York an behalf of the 
Central Bank of Iran diat con¬ 
tained $ 2 . £ billion worth of se¬ 
curities, violating US controls 


on financial dealings with 
Tehran. 

Clearstream further trans¬ 
ferred the CEI's interests, an 
act of custody and related 
banking services under US ju¬ 
risdiction which the Treasuiy 
said constituted an 'apparent 
vialatr dii" of the US Iranian 
Transactions and Sanctions 
Regulations. 

The Treasury said 
Clearstream told OFAC offi¬ 
cials m 2003 it would te rmin ate 
its business with Iranian 
clients 


But it transferred the CBI's 
assets to another European 
bank's newly opened custody 
account at Clearstream 
Clearstream "had reason to 
know" that the CB1 still re¬ 
tained beneficial ownership of 
the securities, it said. 

The Treasury, however, 
added that the settlement an¬ 
nounced Thursday was lower 
than it could have been due to 
Clearstream's strong response 
of strengthening its compli¬ 
ance with US sanction rules.

June 

"My first message as the 
new president, of Barca is to 
announce the continuity of our 
project until 2Qlti," he said.

Rosell has routinely insisted 
that Neymar cost the dub 57.1
